LATE^WAR NEWS I 

Tlie Federals Repulsed from 
Charleston. 

[ TWO SEVERE BAHLES IN VIRGINIA. 

By tho artiviil of tlio schooner W. L. 
Ricliardson from Portliiml \vo have ii San 
Francisco liiilletiii of the od inst., from which 
we extract the news given below.

Another correspondant, speaking of tri- 
dny's battle, says that twjoe along tho front 
did tho rebels attack our lines, over rifle-pits 
and redoubts. Porter, with fifty Cajon 
[cannon ?J and a number of Hooker's and 
Ave's guns, mowed them down with n 
deathly barVest. Their loss in killed and 
wounded is terrible. Under date of Friday, 
the same correspondent says that 10 guns 
were taken from us by a suddea'flank move- 
ment, covered by a thick snaoko ■which hung 
around. A rebel major, belongiug to Jack- 
son's army, was captured.
